Three Weeks Later:

Japan to Pay

Finance Minister Eisaku Sato 
said yesterday Japan and the 
U.S. had agreed to settle Japan’s 
postwar GARIOA and EROA aid 
debt in accordance with the for- 
mula under which West Ger- 
many’s similar debt to the US. 
was repaid. 


He made the disclosure in an- 
swer to questions by Socialist 
Takeshi Hirabayashi at the 
House of Councillors Finance 
Committee yesterday. 

Sato said that the U.S. ap- 
parently wanted to use the 
whole of appropriations for 
GARIOA and EROA aid as the 
basis for determining the 
amount to be paid back, as com- 
pared with net receipts as pro- 
posed by Japan. 

The Finance Minister also 
said Japan hopes to use the 
money she is paying back for 
the common purpose of the two 
countries, for example, for de- 
velopment of Southeast Asia. 

Sato said the U.S. officials 
understood the Japanese hopes 
but pointed out special legisla- 
tion would be required to meet 
them.

Mie Prefecture, where almost 
nothing has been done to make 
the area habitable. 

Of 591 houses in the bor- 
der village of Kisomisaki, be- 
tween Ama, Aichi Prefecture 
and Kuwana, all but 10 have 
been rendered uninhabitable. 
The view from the elevation 
Where the spared houses stand 
is of a vast stretch of sea water. 
It has swept over the rice 
fields, ruined crops and damag- 
ed homes of the farmers. 

The expanse of muddy water 
is broken by skeletons of the 
battered houses. Two hundred 
Of them were completely wash- 
ed away and the rest, crushed 
and twisted, rise grotesquely 
from their foundations. 

The refugees still face the 
might of the elements, for high 
tides come rushing in to threat- 
en anew what little remains. 
Bedding was the last thing 
the refugees carried out 
when adandoning their homes. 
Nevertheless, only 800 blankets 
Were distributed among the re- 
fugees. Village officials bought 
400 more to keep the victims 


warm, but this is still not 
enough, 
Prefectural authorities are 


hard put to answer requests for 
bedding and clothing which 
pour in daily from. stricken 
areas. Farmers) wear sum- 
mer clothes as they clear the 
damaged areas, 

Their wives and children are 
slightly better off, for they 
have one item of winter 
clothing each, contributed by 
sympathizers from all parts of 
the country and abroad. 

More serious is the lack 
of dwelling space. The home- 
less are gathered on the hills 
where they will live in tents 
until their village is completely 
drained. As night falls, the 
flimsily-dressed farmers move 
about an open fire to keep 
warm or do what work they 
can in the dim light. 

In Kennyu, the northeastern 


part of the farming village, the 


water has begun to recede, 
leaving heaps of mud-covered 
drift wood.*' Osaka prefectural 
police work day and night in 
the mud and waste, looking for 
bodies.

The reply also expressed the 
hope that Japan would “take 
steps” to ensure that Koreans 
in Japan can return to North 
Korea on their own free will 
and without “outside pressure.” 

What is important is to start 
the repatriation work im- 
mediately, the reply said. 

Regarding the _ repatriation 
vessels, the reply said that all 
preparations have been com- 
pleted to send the ships as soon 
as Japanese preparations for 
the repatriation work have been 
completed. 


All Italian POWs 
Repatriated: Soviet 


LONDON (UPI)—The Soviet 
Union declared Sunday that all 
Italian World War II prisoners 
have been repatriated and that 
none is being detained in the 
USSR under any pretext. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
reported a Soviet-Italian commu. 
nique was published in Moscow 
following talks between the 
Italian ambassador and the So- 
viet Foreign Ministry on the 
question of Italians who disap- 
peared without trace in the 
USSR during World War Il, 

According to Tass, the Italian 
side “accepted the Soviet state 
ment” that there are no more 
Italian war prisoners in the So- 
viet Union.

NEW DELHI (Kyodo)—Takeo 
Miki, a leader of the Libera)l- 
Democratic Party, and Kazu- 
shige Hirasawa, editor of The 
Japan Times, called on Indian 
Prime Minister Jawaharial 
Nehru Monday and talked with 
him for one hour. 

After the meeting, Miki 
quoted Nehru as saying that 
there was no factor at present 
that would lead to military 
action in the border dispute | 
with Communist China but that 
conditions were not yet ripe 
for peaceful talks with that 
country 

Accofding to Miki, Nehru 
considered the al con- 
tacts of President Dwight D. | 
Eisehnower and Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev had 
greatly helped in narrowing 
down the differences between 
the Soviet Union and the U.S. 

Miki quoted Nehru as saying, 
however, that even if a summit 
conference was held, priority 
would be given to European 
problems and the parley, there- 
fore, would have little impact 
on Asia. He also expresse 
grave concern over the widen- 
ing gap between advanced and 
underdeveloped nations. 

Miki and Hirasawa are sched- 
uled to leave Calcutta for Japan 
via Hongkong Wednesday, ar- 
riving in Tokyo Saturday. 


Iraq People’s Court 
To Try Plotters 


BAGHDAD (UPI)—The presi- 
dent of the Iraqi “people's 
court” gaid Sunday those who 
tried to assassinate Premier Ab- 
del Karim Kassem will go on 
trial “very soon—perhaps the 
beginning of next month.” 

Col. Fadil Abbas Al-Mahdawi, 
in a statement carried in the 
newspaper Az Zaman, declared 
that the people’s court “will 
surprise the plotters with con- 
crete documents.” 

The “main lines” of the Oct. 7 
assassination attempt, in which 
Kassem was shot three times as 
he rode in an automobile, have 
been uncovered, Al Mahdawi 
said. 

“Twelve machineguns were 
used in the attempt on Maj. Gen. 
Kassem,” Al Mahdawi added. 

There was no indication of 
how many plotters were in- 
volved. 


Australia, UAR Agree

Turkey-Poland 
Race Deadlocked 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 
Turkey edged up and overtook 
Poland Monday, but resumed 
balloting failed to break the 
stubborn deadlock over a seat 
in the U.N. Security Council. 

On the 3ist secret ballot in 
the 82-nation General Assembly, 
Turkey received 42 votes and 
Poland 39. This was the high- 
est Turkey had come in the 
contest which began last Mon- 
day and continued on Tuesday.

The aged, women ints chil- 
dren are sheltered -in four 
local schools. They have been 
given two blankets each and 
receive one bowl of rice each 


day. 

More than ~ 2,000 houses 
in reclaimed land areas in 
Kuwana are flooded = with 


every high tide, and some 8,000 
persons have to take shelter 
on the second floors of their 
homes. About 8,000 persons 
are living in 12 schools and 
other public facilities in the city. 

With only about one blanket 
for every two households the 
victims are looking forward to 
the arrival of another 10,000 
blankets and pieces of clothing 
promised to them, as well as 
food and other relief supplies. 

Relief work moves slowly and 
there is practically no fuel for 
cooking or heating at present. 

Despite the desperate call for 
more relief goods in the flooded 
area, officials of the Kuwana 
District Typhoon Disaster Relief 
Office complain that they can 
not give out sufficient relief 
supplies because of restrictions 
in the Disaster Relief Law. 
With winter approaching, the 
victims will suffer severely if 
relief work jis not hastened. 

Yatomi-cho, one of the har- 
dest-hit towns in Aichi Prefec- 
ture is under water, as work 
to restore 24 sections of the dike 
along the Ikada and Nabeta 
Rivers lags due to lack of 
materials and engineers. 

At low tide, when the height 
of the muddy water in the town 
is comparatively low, women re- 
turn to their destroyed homes in 
search of clothing and table 
ware buried in the mud, while 
men are mobilized for repair 
work on the broken enbank- 
ments.

Leaving Moscow 


MOSCOW (UPI)—Russell A. 
Langelle, U.S. Embassy secur- 
ity officer who has been expell- 
ed from Russia, will leave here 
Monday en route back to the 
United States. 

Langelle, 37, and his family 
have booked seats aboard a 
flight to Amsterdam. The rea- 
son for their quick departure 
was the Russian rejection of a 
U.S. protest note on the expul- 
sion which in effect gave Lan- 
gelle three days to get out of 
town. 

In a midnight news confer- 
ence Saturday night, the U.S. 
charge d'affaires told reporters 
the Soviet Government had re- 
jected the American protest 
against the treatment of Lan- 
gelle, and suggested that three 
days was “a reasonable time” 
for him to leave the country. 

The Soviet rejection § state- 
ment said Russia considered 
Langelle’s presence in the So- 
viet Union “undesirable on the 
grounds that he engaged in in- 
telligence work incompatible 
with his diplomatic status.”

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Modern Approach Given 


To Teaching Cha-no-yu 


By RUTH SOTER 


Should the foreigner try to 
study any of the. traditional 
Japanese arts? There are vari- 
ous opinions on this question. 


A Jerman friend recently re- 
marked, “Many teachers, with 
their imposeible stuffiness, treat 
prospective students in a ma"- 
ner that insures first beredom, 
then discouragement, and finai- 
ly impatience on the part of the 
student. They give the impres- ¥ 
sion that they don’t want to 
teach you at all, but merely 
want to impress you with their 
“cultural superiority.” Only 
the most hard-shelled and deter- 
mined students retain the 
slightest trace of interest after 
a few sessions of this nonsense.” 


But, of course, this is not al- 
ways true. Mrs. Yaeko Shio- 
tsuki has a different and inter- 
esting answer to the question. 
A direct descendant of the fam- 
ous Sen family of Kyoto, which 
has long been associated’ with 
the teaching of cha-no-yu (Japa- 
nese tea ceremony), she is cur- 
rently teaching in Kyoto and 
Tokyo, and managing the Cha- 
no-yu International Center in 
Tokyo, Her opinion is quite 
different from the typical “you 
can't possibly understand the 
Japanese” approach. 


She claims that “the ca city 
to learn and understand ord 
yu, or any of the Japanese ate, 
depends on the personality of 
the individual, and not on the 
nationality. It is equally diffi- 
cult for Japanese people to ac- 
quire an understanding as it is 
for foreigners, in my opinion.” 

And she apparently is willing 
to try. “The relationship be- 
tween the student and the teach- 
er is of prime importance in 
anything, especially in cha-no- 
yu,” she says. 

Mrs. Shiotsuki is a pleasure to 
meet. Without compromising a 
single gram of her Japanese 
dignity, she is friendly. 

Being a competent teacher of 
cha-no-yu is not merely a theory 
with Mrs. SHiotsuki. She men- 
tions two Americans living in 
Japan as students “who under- 
stand the spirit of cha-no-yu.” 
One is Mrs. John Howes, for- 
merly of Tokyo, now of Kyoto. 
Mrs. Howes has studied with 
her for six years, and Mrs. 
Shiotsuki admires her student’s 
“earnestness and accomplish- 


ment,” 

The other is George Lauria of 
Tokyo, a student at Sophia Unt- 
versity and the Tokyo School of 
the Japanese Language. Lauria 
reports that cha-no-yu is teach- 
ing him etiquette, patience, self- 
discipline, self<ontrol and ap 
preciation of aesthetic objects,

Paris’ Flea Market 
Still Tourist Site 


PARIS (Kyodo-Reuter)—When 
tourists venture into Paris’ 
shabby northern suburbs it is 
almost certain that they are on 
their way to the Marche aux 
| Puces, or fea market. 
| The market, the Paris equi- 
' valent of London's prewar Cale- 
donian market, was established 
more than 60 vears ago by a 

handful of peddlers on the plain | 
| of Saint Ouen, north of the city. ' 

The pioneers who set up their 
stalls at Saint Ouen were soon 
joined by other wandering mer- 
chants whose main goods for 
sale were inexpensive mat- 
tresses. Perhaps unfairly, it 
was said that these mattresses 
harbored fleas, even before 
purchase, and so the market 
got its name. 

In the early days, some lucky 
art dealers reported picking up 
for a few francs pictures which 
had been sold for a sandwich 
or a glass of wine by such 
painters as Utrillo in previous 
days and which had somehow 
found their way into the mar- 
ket. 

In recent months, however, 
the progress of the mid-20th cen- 
tury has been moving in on the 
picturesque alleys of the mar- 
ket.

Request to Foreigners,” turn- 
ed up on my breakfast table 
the other day.

wise, to items of military hard- 


ware. I suppose, though, if I 
had ever fallen into a situation 
in which my continued exist- 
ence depended on a pistol, or 
if I were a fan of “Gunsmoke,” 
I might experience a tendency 
toward retaining it as a “keep- 
sake” or “memento” of the oc- 
casion. But as for keeping it 
as a “life-preserver,” no. 

In the first place, pistols are 
ordinarily nonbuoyant and 
would contribute little toward 
keeping anybody afloat, and in 
the second, the only weapons 
for which I ever developed even 
the slightest affection were of 
the 16-inch bore variety, hardly 
pocketable, like a_ transistor 
radio or switchblade knife. 

There is some reason, I sup- 
pose, for referring to a pistol 
as a “memento,” a word used 
in some Latin countries in 
phrases meaning “Just a 
moment,” and the sight of 2 
pistol could — give most 
people pause. But I prefer the

some men bigger than others, 
but little ol’ Sam Colt evened 
things up,” and if I ever coine

saying ince pistols serve as 
dangerous weapons when used 
by gangsters of the town In the 
commission of such felonious 
crimes as murder and robbery, 
the Metropolitan Police Depart- 
ment has been carrying on a 
drive since April last year to call 
upon the citizens at large to 
find their pistols if they happen 
to possess any and report them 
to the police immediately, with 
the promise that nobody shall 
be punished for the possession 
if he makes an early report.” 
At this point, it should be 
noted that pistols have never 
been known to serve as danger- 
ous weapons in the hands of 
the police. Since former New 
York Police commissioner Louis 
Valentine’s days as adviser on 
police matters to Gen. Mac. 
Arthur’s SCAP, the Japanese 
police have been equipped with 
pistols instead of glittering, 
chrome-plated toy swords, At 
first, the pistols were .45 calli- 
ber, weighed about five pounds 
and required the hands of a 
yokozuna for proper handling. 
Even when these cannon were 
replaced by .38 caliber revolvers, 
many Japanese policemen con- 
tinued to waik with a 20-legree 
list, when they walked at all. 
The ng were lost, pawned, 
stolen by or sold to underworld 
figures with large hands, used 
to commit suicide, and to shoot 
friends (accidentally) and mis- 
tresses (intentionally). But des- 
pite certain programs currently 
being shown on television, it is 
doubtful -vhether a pistol has 
ever been used in the apprehen- 
sion of a criminal. If there has

1959 Year of 
Recovery for 


LONDON (AP)—For Japan, 
1959 has been a year of eco- 
nomic “recovery and renewed 
progress,” said the London 
Times in its annual financial 
and commercial review Monday. 


“The problem now is the 
familiar one of trying to direct 
a controlled expansion.” 


It was a problem of “crucial 
importance” for Japan, the 
Times asserted, 


| “Trade is its very lifeblood. 
| The country is almost complete- 
lly deficient in raw materials 
jand*90 million people have to 
be kept employed. 


“Of necessity, a heavy volume 
of imports has to be maintain- 
ed. As well as food and raw 
materials for industry, capital 
goods are also required to con- 
tinue the rationalization and 
modernization of industry. 


“This latter point is impor- 
tant,” said the Times. 


“Japan must find 
markets and its goods 
therefore be competitive 
every sense of the word. 


“At one time prices present- 
ed no problem to the Japanese. 
They could undersell any of the 
industrial nations. But this is 
a factor that can no longer be 
taken entirely for granted.” 

The Times review recalled 
that the loss of its trade with 
the Chinese mainiand hit Japan 
hard. At one stroke it lost not 
only a valuable export market 
but also a source of cheap and 
abundant raw materials. 

“They now have to look 
farther afield—and pay more,” 
said the Times. 

“At the same time the system 
of bilateral trading sponsored 
by the Government as part of 
its export drive sometimes 
means that Japanese industri- 
alists are forced to buy their 
raw materials in markets where 
prices are above the world 
levels. 

“Then, too, other costs have 
risen. Wages, although low by 
Western standards, are higher 
than they were.” 

“Too much must not be made 
of this point about costs,” the 
Times added, “but in a few 
lines Japan is already a rela- 
tively high cost producer.”

Brig Gen. Aung Gyi, assist- 
ant chief of staff of the Burmese 
Defense Services, and an influ- 
ential economic policy maker, 
yesterday said Burma has open- 
ed up ways for foreign invest- 
ment on very liberal terms. 


He is visiting Tokyo on his 
way home from Europe. 


The general! said the Burmese 
Parliament passed the Foreign 
Investment Act last August. 
Under the new act, he said, for- 
eign firms can send home all 
their profits free of tax and 
customs duties for the first three 
years and raw materials also 
will be provided free for the 
first three years. 


Big foreign industrial firms 
will not be nationalized for 20 
years and small ones for 10 
years, he said. 


He declined to comment on 
the Japan-Burma reparations is- 
sue. Burma has requested a re- 
examination of the program.

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Socialist Party Crisis 
The announcement that the right-wing group In the 
Socialist Party led by Mr. Suehiro Nishio intends to break 
away to form a new political party, advocating “anti- 
Communist” socialism, before the end of this year is proof 
that the merger of the left and right sections of those who 
call themselves Socialists was never on a sound basis. 
It has always appeared to us to have been a case of 


the sheep trying to lie down with the wolves. 


The plain 


truth of the matter is that in the Japan Socialist Party 
the leftists are too leftist and the rightists too rightist ever 
to agree on major points of over-all policy. 


The dilemma with which the Socialist Party here has 
been confronted is not unknown in other countries and 
may perhaps be regarded as inseparable from the ex- 
periences of all organizations that base their policy on a 


general acceptance of socialistic theories. 


And sooner or 


later we are brought up against the question—what is 
the difference between socialism and communism? 

' The only reasonable answer seems to be that it is 
only a difference in degree, so far as objectives are. con- 
cerned, although when it comes to methods of operation 
those who are content with the name of “Socialists” usually 
prefer parliamentary and constitutional methods while 


the Communists 


do not shrink from 


violent means to 


secure power and when power is once attained to retain it. 

Undoubtedly many Socialists, both in Japan and else- 
where, must experience difficulty in deciding just how 
far to the left they should commit themselves in order 


to satisfy their conscience. 


And a decision is made the 


more difficult by the fact-that in a Socialist Party the 


extreme left is apt to act 
doubting ones toward itself. 


as a magnet drawing the 


At the present moment, the British Labor Party, 
smarting from its recent defeat in the general election, 
is divided much as the Japanese Socialist Party is—only 
that in Britain it is the left-wingers and not the rightist 
elements who threaten a breakaway. Mr. Gaitskell, the 
leader of the British Labor Party, is regarded by them 
as altogether too moderate, and they are claiming that 
Labor’s only hope for the future is a reversion to “text- 
hook socialism,” rejecting the idea that Socialists should be 
tied to a policy of “trying to make capitalism work better.” 


In Japan, the Socialist Party chairman, Mr. Mosaburo 
Suzuki, is identified with leftist views and has shown 
himself closely allied in outlook to the General Council 
of Trade Unions (Sohyo) which has consistently sought 
to bend the Socialist Party to a course of action which 
most people feel can be barely distinguished from that 
advocated by the Communist Party. 

The revolt, then, is against a leadership that would 
take Japan, if it could, into the deplorable realm of “class 
warfare” and attempts to force the government of the 
day to bend itself to the will of the leaders of the labor 
unions, who in turn appear continually to look for 
inspiration to Moscow and Peiping. 

We are convinced that in, this country the only sound 
basis for any political party is one that will endeavor 
wholeheartedly to unite the different elements in the 


nation to work together for the welfare of. all. 


We are 


convinced that the democratic principles which have been 
introduced into the government and social and political 
set-up in Japan are producing increasingly good fruit, 
and that a sound position has already been achieved from 
which further progress along the same lines is possible. 
A good deal of socialism, if we mean in this case by 
socialism’ measures for the general welfare of all sections 
af the community, with proper regard for the needs of 
the less fortunate citizens, has already been adopted, and 
no one would desire to look backward in this regard. 


We are satisfied, also, that the two-party system in 
parliamentary politics is the best for securing favorable 


results. 


That being the case, we should have liked to 


have seen both political parties—Conservatives and So- 


cialists—resting upon a sound national basis. 


Just as we 


deplore the unpleasant factionalism that has from time 
to time marked (and injured) the ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party, we regret that the Socialist Party should feel itself 


forced to a split. 


We realize, of course, that a political party, if it is 
to have a healthy life, should allow for differences of 
opinion among its members on various particular subjects, 
but there must be an over-all community of view on the 


main principles animating the whole. 


Otherwise, there 


will come about a constant liability to disruption and a 
tendency to form splinter parties which, if multiplied, 
may render the parliamentary system unworkable. 

We feel that the split now threatening the Socialist 
Party, although perfectly understandable under the un- 


fortunate circumstances, is to be regretted. 


Much would 


we have liked to have seen the opposition party animated 
by really liberal views, and emphasizing a determination 
to secure national success, instead of a political organiza- 
tion that persists in flirting with what is hardly dis- 
tinguishable, if at all, from out-and-out communism as 
that is understood on the other side of the Iron Curtain.

And in the process he 
has truly turned the tables on 
Nikita Khrushchev, the top boss 
of Communists everywhere 
The greatest difficulty lever 
faced by the United States in the 
cold war has lain in a single 
fact. We are the undoubted 
leaders of the Western alliance, 
in power and prestige. But we 
are a free people dealing with 
other free peoples. We have 
never been able to force them 
to dance to our tune, even had 
we wanted to do so. 
Khrushchev has exploited this 
relative weakness numberless 
times. ‘ Heretofore, he has been 
able to pipe the tune for the 
countless, faceless millions of 
Communists everywhere, includ- 
ing those in China. Or at any 


‘gate he has claimed such a pow- 


er and has used this claim to 
suggest that the West in a pinch 
has no real leadership, able to 
say yea or nay and ke it 
stick. 

Now, however, it is Christian 
Herter who is making Nikita 
Khrushchev sweat, rather than 
the other way round, Herter has 
proclaimed the doctrine that 
since Khrushchev has always 
said the Soviet Union is the in- 
fallible head of the worldwide 
Communist show, Khrushchev 
must now accept the responsi- 
bility for curbing his aggressive 
junior partners in Communist 
China. 

There is, of course, always a 
temptation in the West to grasp 
at thin straws. But this time 
it really does look that we have 
got hold of a first-rate stick.

Atomic 5-Year Plan 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion of Japan is now working 
on a new five-year plan for the 
development of atomic energy 
in this country, with a target 
to begin operation of / atomic 
power stations capable of gen- 
erating 600,000-kilowatt power 
by the end of 1965, at a cost 
of ¥150,000 million. The plan 


itself can be said a step forward 


in the development of Japan's 
atomic power industry, but it 
may end up as a mere desk- 
plan if realigtic measures to pro- 
mote the program are not 
taken... As atomic science is 
still in the embryonic stage, 
there are many problems to be 
solved in connection” with the 
functions of atomic piles and 
other facilities. For instance, 
the types of atomic piles are 
changing time and again in ac- 
cordance with the development 


of atomic science, In other 
words, nobody can yet tell de- 
fmitely which type of atomic 
pile is the most effective in 
atomic power generation at 
present. The AECJ can not be 
too cautious in promoting the 
development program. It is 
hoped that AECJ will pay mofe 
attention to such basic problems 
as compensation for disasters 
that may be caused by accidents 
at atomic power generating 
facilities, instead of hastening 
to build up more atomic power 
stations. — Hokkaido Shimbun

that freedom of choice of res- 
idence is given to both Korean 
residents who wish to be 
repatriated to either South or 
North Korea. The Japan Red 
Cross has already asked its 
North Korean counterpart to 
send a repatriation ship to this 
country, Meanwhile, reports 
indicate that the Republic of Ko- 
rea, too, has completed its pre- 
parations for receiving Korean 
residents in Japan who wish 
to return to South Korea. Two 
hundred and fifty Koreans are 
reported to be going to South 
Korea aboard the first repatria- 
tion vessel at the end of this 
month or early next month. It 
is encouraging that Japanese 
fishermen detained at Pusan 
will also be allowed to return 
home in exchange for the 250 
Koreans.—Sankei Shimbun

Within a few days—explicitly, 
at 12:15 p.m. on Oct. 22—Secre- 
tary Herter will celebrate his 
first half-year in office. Six 
months is a short span on which 
to measure the effectiveness of 
a Secretary of State. But it is 
not too brief a time to make a 
pretty good preliminary esti- 


mate. 

Inquiry among the best judges 
of performance in that office, 
the men who serve at the Secre- 
tary’s elbow, suggests that the 
President has made no mistake 
in Christian Archibald Herter. 

Herter has made many 
changes, mostly in emphasis 
rather than principle, but in 
important emphasis all _ the 
same. He has revived the State 
Department's policy planning 
‘board, of which Dulles made 
very little use. He has dele- 
gated far more authority to sub- 
ordinates ‘n general. He has 
made of State a happier shop. 
And on the whole it is a better 
shop. For no matter how Dul- 
les may have been admired by 
many, mo one can really do it 
all really weil. 


Moreover, Herter’s regime 
has created changes in manner 
which are subtle but which are 
significant, too. Dulles was re- 
spected by his Allied associates, 
but rarely deeply liked. Herter 
is both respected and deeply 
liked.. He can say “no” as stout- 
ly as Dulles did, but he also has 
the happy faculty of saying it 
without leaving a sting. 

And though this will surely 
sound odd, it. is nevertheless a 
plain fact: Herter is encourag- 
ing the President to accept his 
unique Constitutional responsi- 
bility for ultimate foreign po- 
licy. This Dulles never did. 
Among those who always hesi- 
tated to interrupt or advise 
John Foster Dulles was Dwight 
D. Eisenhower himself. This is 
said not by way of a guess but 
on completely reliable author- 
ity.

A Great Record 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The New 
York Times in an editdrial on 
the death of Gen. Marshall said: 

“George Marshall was chief of 
staff of the world’s greatest 
army in the world’s greatest 
war. But he was also far more 
than a soldier, though he epi- 
tomized in his career some of 
the finest virtues of the soldier. 
As Secretary of State, Secretary 
of Defense, special envoy to 
China, architect of the Euro- 
pean recovery program, which 
will forever bear his name, he 
gave unstintedly to his country. 
Public service was his private 
creed. ; 

“History Will weigh in its im- 
partial balance the achieve- 
ments of Gen. Marshall. As a 
public figure, he was, as all men 
are who rise to high estate, con- 
troversial. Some of his critics 
say he lacked foresight; in com- 
mon with most Americans he 
underestimated Japanese daring 
and overestimated American 
strength. His strategy for vic- 
tory in World War II took little 
account of political objectives; 
it was fashioned to one object 
—defeat of the enemy. George 
Marshall was human. But his 
achievements rather than any 
mistakes will live after him.” 


Antarctic Controls 


NEW YORK (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—The New York Times said the 
12-nation conference on Antarc- 
tica in Washington had made 
an auspicious starf on assuring 
the total afd controlled disar- 
mament “of at least one contin- 
ent where controls should raise 
no serious problems.” The 
newspaper said: “The Soviets 
have already vetoed aerial ins- 
pection of the Arctic and their 
final stand on*controls of the 
Antarctic remains to be seen 
but other nations asserting ter- 
ritorial claims in that area also 
look askance at controls that 
might dilute their claims. This 
is especialfy so in Argentina 
and Chile where these claims 
are emotion-charged domestic

“But if the United States and 
Soviet Russia which agree in 
refusing to recognize any such 
claims can also agree on the 
controls the other nations 
could scarcely object and if 
Antarctica is really put under 
effective demilitarization con- 
trol it might well blaze ,the 
trail as the conferences have 
pointed out for similar steps in 
outer space control and in dis- 
armament in all fields.” 


New Guinea 


MELBOURNE (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—Peiping’s support for 
Indonesia’s claim to West New 
Guinea must intensify world 
anxieties over the Far East and 
Southeast Asia, the Melbourne 
Herald said. Referring to the 
joint communique issued by the 
Chinese and Indonesian Foreign 
Ministers in Peiping the Herald 
said: 

“In Australia, where Djakar- 
ta’s insistence on extending its 
rule to the non-Indonesian ter- 
ritory of West New Guinea has 
never been accepted. The new 
alignment with Communist 
China on this will not help to- 
ward the neighborly relations 
we want to build.”

MOSCOWe (UPI)—The Com- 
munist Party newspaper Pravda 
said “the Tibetan problem was 
concocted within the walls of 
the U.S. State Department.” 

“The cold war champion's at- 
tempts to drag through the U.N. 
the socalled ‘Tibetan problem’ 
is a rude attempt to interfere 
with China’s domestic affairs 
and a flagrant violation of the 
U.N. Charter,” said Pravda. 

It noted that every measure 
taken by Communist China “to 
uproot the remnants of slavery 
and serfdom in Tibet‘enjoys the 
full support of the population” 
there. 

Pravda said “the Tibetan 
problem is intended by its 
authors to thwart the discussion 
of the Soviet disarmament pro- 
posals, to poison the inter- 
national atmosphere and to hin- 
der the thaw in the _ inter- 
national relations which has be- 
gun to set in.”

WATASHI NO SEKAI RYOKO 
(My Travel Around the World). 
By Kiyoaki Murata, Hara Shobo, 
Tokyo, 1959. Pp. 204. ¥200. 


The volume under review, au- 
thored by a writer long asso- 
ciated with The Japan Times, 
is, roughly speaking, a Japanese 
version of the series he wrote 
in the journal last year under 
the title, “Of Peoples and 
Places,” following his journey 
around the world. But this is 
considerably more than just 
that. 


Presented in book form—and 
in Japanese—which naturally 
permits the author to expand 
his theme and throw in more 
information, episodes and apho- 
risms, it is a unique travelogue 
in many respects. 


The author has thoughtfully 
provided English versions for 
matty of the interesting dial- 
ogues and remarks he quotes. 
This is immensely satisfying to” 
many of us who have often been 
harassed by the desire to know, 
when reading or hearing Japa- 
nese tell in their native tongue 
what they discussed with for- 
eigners, exactly in what langu- 
age the conversation took place 
and what expressions were 
used, 


Of particular interest in this 
regard is the seemingly faithful 
reproduction of the exchanges 
(very illuminating ones at that) 
he had with two streetwalkers 
of London’s Soho, named -Pau- 
line and Delinah. 

Also of much interest to 
Japanese students of English is 
one whole chapter on the Eng- 
lish language as the author 
found it in London and as 
contrasted from American. It 
is gratifying, too, that he has 
given foreign language spellings 
for most of the proper nouns 
which appear in the volume. 


Still another feature of the 
volume is that the author, re- 
porting superficial phenomena, 
often goes back to their history, 


which gives the reader a per-} 


spective in time. This is par- 
ticularly true with the sections 
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dealing with the intense anti- 
Anglo-American-Israeli national- 
ism he witnessed in Cairo and | 
the monarchical institution of | 
Greece.

the readers more, however, is | 
the author's basic attitude to- 
ward travel in foreign lands, 


In this sense, the title becomes 
completely meaningful: it is his | 
travel around the world. As /| 
such it perhaps tells more 
about the manner in which he 
looks at the people and places 
he has visited than the mere 
facts about them.
